W hen Mr, W a l l a c e ' s right to be 
let alone is invaded by a private 
citizen— namely a new sm an with a 
cam era - Mr.

He charged It with affirmative assistance to the 
Axis—Germany and Japan.

H E Ideal of true liberalism Is 
w hat Mr. Justice Brandeis said 
It Is— the "right to be let alone”.

said that, under certain conditions, 
"resistance to the 
king may be 
obedience to God”. 
It was expressed by Woodrow 
Wilson when he said that. the hls- 
i tory of liberty Is the history of the 
[ limitation of the power of govern­ 
ment. 
Of this true liberalism the New 
Deal 
philosophy is the complete 
denial. 
Yet. Mr. Wallace, In his 
speech at the f’hirago convention, 
upheld the New Deal and called 
for more of it. 
Over and over he used the word 
"liberalism ” to describe what Is in 
fact the denial of liberalism. 
It is the existence within 
Mr. 
W allace's mind of t h e s e two con­ 
tradictory ideals, and the eternal 
conflict, between th em —a conflict 
m ade more chaotic by the fact that 
Mr. W allace calls both by the same 
name— It Is this that causes the 
public to be puzzled about him.

reason for the country's reluctance 
to Intrust to him the direction of

The violations by the New Deal 
during l l years of the individual’s 
right to be let alone are well under­ 
stood by the public. 
Virtually every citizen has en­ 
countered them.

issue In the coming presidential 
campaign. 
Unfortunately the issue will not 
be wholly clear, because m any of 
the more recent impositions of gov­ 
ernm ent control are a necessary in­ 
cident of war. 
But those who do not. like nu- 
reaucracy will rem em ber—or will 
be reminded In the cam paign—that 
extension of tho power of govern­ 
ment to regulate the individual was 
fundamental In the philosophy and 
practice of the New Deal adm inis­ 
tration from Its beginning in 19.13.

M. NEILSON, Chairman of the War Production Board. 


Six months ago when the shortage of waste paper imperiled vi­ 
tal war production I appealed to the American press to launch the 
U. S. victory waste paper campaign. 
The newspapers have given 
generously of their leadership and valuable space with the result 
that waste paper receipts have been increased by nearly 100,000 
tons a month. This is fresh evidence of the power of a free and 
patriotic press. 
Since the inception of the U. S. victory waste pa­ 
per campaign, under the chairmanship of Edwin S. Friendly, I 
have been in constant touch with this gratifying program. 
Good 
as the record has been, however, I call today on the newspapers 
and their readers for still greater efforts in the salvaging of 
waste paper. 
Right now many mills with important war con­ 
tracts have almost exhausted their supply of this vital raw ma­ 
terial and some have been forced to shut down tem porarily. 
The situation is critical but fortunately can he remedied quick­ 
ly by greater public cooperation in the U. S. victory waste paper 
campaign. A survey recently made public by the department of 
commerce indicates 62 percent of all salvable waste paper in the 
United States is available from industry and 38 percent from homes 
and farms. In East Liverpool app proximately 6.4 pounds of house­ 
hold waste paper per person are available each month in addi­ 
tion to 4.2 pounds per person on surrounding farms. 
T h ese fig­ 


ures provide for the first time monthly quotas for Columbiana 
county and should prove helpful in stimulating household collec­ 
tions. Despite the excellent coope ration in the nation we have aver­ 
aged about 588,000 tons a month in 1944, or 79,000 tons short of the 
monthly goal. Receipts in May were 622,000 tons or 45,000 tons 
below the quota and for June we are receiving only 84 percent. 
Obviously continuation of this dangerous situation will not only 
jeopardize war production but cause further curtailment of the di­ 
minished allotments of civilian paper. A new study made through 
the courtesy of the Gallup newspaper sponsorship reveals only 63 
percent of our families are saving waste paper regularly and only 
67 percent are convinced of the ne ed of waste paper. This is astonish­ 
ing. 
Waste paper is the nation’s number one critical war material so 
essential the army is now preparing to salvage what little they can 
in the north African and South Pacific combat zones. Therefore I ap­ 
peal to every man, woman and child in East Liverpool and Co­ 
lumbiana County to redouble his efforts in the U. S. victory waste 
paper campaign.
